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HIGHWAY COMMISSIONER'S REPORT 



The road mileage for the Town and Village of Proctor 
is 19.65 miles. All Village Streets are a part of the Town's 
Highway System. The types of surface are as follows : 



This mileage will be increased when the loops from 
Pine Street to High Street ; Gibbs Street to Taylor Avenue 
and North Green Square to South Green Square are ac- 
cepted. 

The tar surface of Selected Highway No. 1 (East 
Road) and that portion of Selected Highway No. 2 (West 
Road) were retreated with Tarvia and sand. The State 
contributed $1,4^^0.24 toward the cost of this work. Other 
road improvements were done with the aid of WPA funds, 
and are recorded in that portion of this report. 

The gravel roads were machined and given an applica- 
tion of calcium chloride throughout the summer. The State 
contributed $58.00 toward the machining and $257.42 to- 
ward the chloride. 

All roads were plowed and sanded during the winter. 
The State paid $192.00 toward the work done on the Select- 
ed Highways last winter. The winter maintenance costs for 
this year are included in the Highway Disbursement figures 
in the items of labor, foremen, truck hire and snow plow. 
The cost of plowing the highways was $392.35. Sanding 
the roads and sidewalks cost $372.12. 

The State Patrol cared for the entire maintenance of 
the East Road from April 15, to November 15, and assisted 
during the tarring, and the mixing of tar patching material. 

A mechanical Sander was purchased to aid the winter 
work. It will also be used for covering tar. This machine 
gives a much better spread of sand than any hand work, 
and is much safer and easier to operate.

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An exceptionally heavy rainfall during the afternoon of 
August 21, did a large amount of damage to many roads. 
Some steps have been taken to improve the drainage system 
and take care of excessive water, but there is still much 
more work of this nature to be done. 

WPA Projects 

Widening Sutherland Falls 

This was the year's major project, starting early in 
February and continuing into the summer. For a time the 
entire personnel worked in two shifts on this project. About 
3600 cubic yards of ledge were removed and hauled away. 
Material from here was used to make the connections be- 
tween Pine and High Streets, Gibbs and Taylor Ave. and 
the Green Squares. Some of the stone was used for the 
Library wall along the river bank and the retaining wall 
just east of the Library triangle. 

The width of the dam was increased approximately 
one third. This work was reviewed by the Army Engineers 
and their report is on file. 

Town Roads Improvement 

A large portion of this project consists of preparing 
and applying tar to the following streets: 

. West Street from Cross Street to Cross again. 

High Street from School to Pine Street. 

North Street from Florence Road to Meadow Street. 

Pleasant Street from Florence Road to foot of hill. 

Reynolds St., River St. and Warner Ave. to South St. 

Park Street and Olympus Road opposite the ball park. 

This new work changes about 6800.0 linear feet from 
gravel road to tar surface. The State contributed $791.25 to- 
ward this cost of resurfacing. 

Other streets were repaired with gravel. Storm drains 
were added on Williams Street, South Street at Main Street, 
Beaver Pond Road and the West Road. 
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Two new cable guard sections were erected on the 
West Road, and new posts mark the culverts on the East 
Road. The West Road shoulders were widened from the Vil- 
lage limits to the Mead Crossing. State Aid money amount- 
ing to $745.93 was applied toward this work. 

A section of School Street near the Taylor Ave. inter- 
section was widened and a stone retaining wall was erected 
along the south bank. , 

Sidewalk Construction 

Permanent asphalt sidewalk was applied to the follow- 
ing portions previously graded with gravel: 

Pleasant Street ; Florence Road from Pleasant Street to 
North Street; North Street at Creamery; walk from High 
Street to School Campus; walk between High Street and 
Pine Street; section on Williams Street; lower East Street 
to Williams Street. 

Old sidewalk was repaired on North Street at Florence 
Road and High Street. Asphalt and cobble gutters were 
constructed on Pleasant Street and North Street at the 
Creamery. 

There was added approximately 6600 linear feet of new 
sidewalk surface and 270 hnear feet of old resurfaced. 

NYA 

Through the National Youth Administration a project 
for improving and landscaping various streets has been 
carried out, all in conjunction with other Town work. The 
Federal payroll on this project totalled $895.13. 

Village WPA projects shown in the chart will be 
further commented upon in the Village Report.

The report of the Treasurer shows that the Town, after 
repaying the remaining $1,000.00 of the temporary loan 
indebtedness carried over since 1935, closed the year with a 
small credit balance. The rate of the Town tax was 10 cents 
less than for the previous year. This favorable showing 
was made possible by the increase in private employment 
in our community, and a corresponding reduction in neces- 
sary relief expenditures. Unfortunately this improved con- 
dition continued only until November when a sharp reduc- 
tion in employment began. No payments were made on the 
$50,000.00 bonded indebtedness but it will be necessary to 
retire $3,000.00 of this during the coming year. The total 
disbursements of the Town amounted to $44,396.11, a re- 
duction of $5,038.99 as compared with 1936. 

The community received from the Federal Government 
the sum of $19,431.24 covering the payroll of male relief 
workers on the various Works Progress Administration 
projects and $4,229.52 on the projects employing women. 
These two amounts are $10,205.27 less than the correspond- 
ing amounts received last year. An accompanying table 
shows the various work projects undertaken and gives the 
amounts of the Local expenditures as well as the Federal 
aid. The projects completed are of a more permanent type 
and required a considerable sum for the cost of materials. 
Consequently the total of the Local expenditures for the 
year exceeded that of the total WPA payroll. The principal 
work was a stream control project at Sutherland Falls 
where the spillway of the dam was increased by the re- 
moval of a large amount of solid rock from the east bank 
of the Otter Creek. 

The project of widening the Main Street overpass was 
delayed because of the inability to secure State or Federal 
assistance. Every effort is being made to obtain the re- 
quired approval so that this very necessary improvement 
may be completed during the coming year. 

The 1937 Welfare expense was $9,831.84, a reduction 
of $3,918.40 as compared with 1936 and $15,564.36 as com- 
pared with 1935. This reduction is, of course, very largely 
due to the increase in private employment. There has been 
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no reduction, however, in the high standard which the 
Town has established for providing adequate aid and con- 
siderate treatment to those who require assistance. Efforts 
have been made to provide an opportunity to do work in 
return for the assistance granted. This type of work relief 
has been an important factor in reducing the amount 
charged as direct relief. Members of 60 families have been 
furnished with supplemental work of this kind. Individuals 
who received direct relief during the last three years have 
not been listed in this report, but instead the aid has been 
considered in the nature of a loan. It is the understanding 
that those who were granted help will repay the Town as 
soon as their circumstances improve to such an extent that 
they are able to do so. During the past year several persons 
have repaid the Town in cash and others have taken ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to do regular work and letting 
their wages apply on their accounts. These refunds for 
direct relief granted in previous years amounted to 
$1,070.23 during 1937. 

A total of $823.42 was used to reim.burse six separate 
towns for the assistance they had granted to eight families 
who are still chargeable to the Town of Proctor, although 
not now residing here. 

Several allotments of Government commodities consist- 
ing of evaporated milk, grapefruit juice, oatmeal, sweet 
potatoes, apples, prunes, and rice were received and distrib- 
uted to those on the rehef rolls. The Town cut 112 cords 
of wood to provide fuel this winter. Fifteen families were 
assisted with vegetable seeds and plowing to enable them 
to have suitable gardens. The canning kitchen was operated 
for a short period during which 18,075 quarts of vegetables 
were canned. 

The Clothing Center continued, in a most satisfactory 
manner, the worthwhile task of helping to provide suitable 
clothing to those needing assistance. About 4000 garments 
were given out to 74 families, representing 402 persons. 
The active cooperation of the various charitable organiza- 
tions of the community and the assistance of many individ- 
uals have been most helpful in this important endeavor. 
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On January 31, 1938 the number of unemployed men 
and boys over 17 years of age was 197 as compared with 132 
a year ago. The number receiving WPA work twelve months 
ago was 47. This number was reduced to 20 by October 1st, 
and has since increased to 52. Of the 52 men now employed 
on Works Progress Administration projects, 39 are heads of 
families, 5 are unattached single, and 8 are young men from 
large families. An NYA project is employing 8 other young 
men. Only one youth from this Town is now taking advan- 
tage of the opportunities offered by the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps, as compared with 20 a year ago and 44 two 
years ago. 

Twelve residents are now receiving old age assistance 
from the State. The amount of $2,475.00 was paid to them 
during 1937. The State receive $3,010.50 in old age assist- 
ance taxes from this community. 

The suit brought against the Town by Miss Gertrude 
S. Carrigan of Pittsford as a result of an accident which oc- 
curred on January 1st, 1936 will probably com.e to trial 
again at the next term of County Court. 

Following the custom of several years the various Town 
Officers have made their printed reports as concise as pos- 
sible. The detailed items covering all the activities of the 
Town are on file with the Treasurer and are available for 
the inspection of any taxpayer upon request. 

The Selectmen again acknowledge their gratitude to all 
the State and Federal officials who have aided them in the 
various governmental activities which concerns the Town. 
The association with them has been most cordial and their 
courteous assistance and splendid cooperation has been most 
helpful The officials of the Town welcome constructive 
criticisms or suggestions from any resident. They are most 
grateful to all the citizens of the community for their con- 
tinued cooperation and good will.

2. To vote on the following questions : 

Shall licenses for the sale of malt and vinous beverages be granted 

in this town? 
Shall spirituous liquors be sold in this town? 

3. To hear and act upon the reports of the Town Officers. 

4. To see if the Town will empower and authorize the Selectmen to 
appoint one or two Road Commissioners. 

5. To choose the necessary Town Officers for the ensuing yeai*. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to raise more than twenty centvS on the 
dollar highway tax as required by law, and to take advantage of tlio provisions 
of No. 101 of the Acts of 1937. 

7. To sec if the Town will vote to rai.se money by taxation or otherwise 
to pay current expenses, such state taxes as are jequired by law and the 
indebtedness of tlie Town. 

8. To see when the taxes voted and State taxes assessed shall be payable. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to accept the provisions of Sections 785 
to 791 inclusive of the Public Laws, for the collection of taxes by the Town 
Trejisurer. 

10. To see if the Town will vote any compensation to Town Officers. 

11. Will the Town authorize the auditors of the town to employ the 
services of an accountant from the office of the auditor of accounts as pro- 
vided for in No. oo of the Acts of 1937 to conduct an audit of the accounts 
of the town. 

12. To see if the Town, under the provisions of Section 4428 of the 
Public Laws, will vote to contract with the Proctor Free Library to furnish 
books to tlie inhabitants of the Town free and to appropriate money therefor.
